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Sommer Christie and Krista Mackay named All-Canadians 


Two members of the Concordia rugby program were named to the Canadian Interuniversity 
Sport women’s rugby All-Canadian team last Thursday. Sommer Christie, a fouth-year scrum half, and 
Krista Mackay, a rookie inside centre, were among the elite honored at a banquet in Toronto. 

It is the second consecutive All-Canadian award for Christie, a native Wentworth, Que. 

“Sommer has been developing her weapons and came to Concordia this season with a bigger 
arsenal,” said head coach Sheila Turner. “She comes with a good box kick, her pass is phenomenal 
in both directions and she applies pressure in defence and is a strong, hard tackler.” 

Christie is a true force at every game and at every practice. In 10 games this season, she 
scored 18 tries. She was named QSSF MVP and all-star for her efforts this season. The 23-year-old 
athletic therapy major is also a member of the Canadian senior national women’s rugby team and was 
captain of the Canadian national under-23 team. 

An all-round athlete, Mackay joined the Stingers for the team’s third game of the season and 

as a welcome addition. She’s a relatively inexperienced player, having played only a few years at 
high school and at the CEGEP level. Turner says Mackay has a lot of raw talent and impressive 
instincts considering her background. She gets the ball moving forward in the backs. She goes into 
contact well and recycles the ball. She puts good pressure on defence, is a strong tackler and knows 
where to be defensively. She is small but fearless - not afraid to sacrifice her body. She is also the 
placekicker and has a very strong foot. 

Two other members of the Stingers received QSSF all-star honors this season - Melissa 
Dykeman, a second-year fullback, and third-year centre Andreane L’Ecuyer. 


Ammar Bedawieh, Stingers receive soccer honors 


Concordia Stinger forward Ammar Bedawieh was named MVP of the QSSF men’s soccer con- 
ference and led a strong contingent of Concordia all-stars from both the men’s and women’s teams. 

Bedawieh is a perennial threat who frequently attracts double coverage from Stinger oppo- 
nents. He showed marked consistency and prolific scoring with increased effectiveness as the season 
progressed. The Concordia co-captain is always a player to watch with his smooth dribbling skills and 
lethal finish. Involved in 70 per cent of the team's scoring, his value to the Stingers cannot be over- 
stated. He scored seven goals in the regular season. 

Joining Bedawieh on the men’s first all-star team are defender Steven Craig and mid-fielder 
Medhi Mourali. Goalkeeper Steven McCauley was named to the second all-star team. 

Four members of the Concordia women’s team also received QSSF all-stars honors. Defenders 
Shannon Ransom and Jerusha Osborne were named to the first team, while goalkeeper Ingrid Dubuc 
and defender Valerie Desjardins were named to the second team. 


Stinger David Aiken nominated for Russ Jackson Award 


David Aiken, a fifth-year safety, has been chosen as the Quebec Interuniversity Football 
“onference nominee for the prestigious Russ Jackson Award. 

Since 1986 the Jackson award has been presented annually by the CIS to the football player 
best exemplifying the attributes of academic achievement, football skill and citizenship. The award is 
named in honor of CFL Hall of Famer and Ottawa Rough Rider quarterback Russ Jackson. 

Four nominees, representing the four regions of Canada, will be considered by a panel of 
coaches from across the country. The winner will be honored at a gala luncheon in Toronto during 
Vanier Cup week. 

Aiken, a finance major, had a 3.5 GPA last semester and plans to pursue a Master of Science 
in Finance when he graduates this December. 

The Burlington, Ont., native has a long list of community service to his credit, including volun- 
teering for the Multiple Sclerosis Society. A cause which is special to him since his mother, Marie 
McNeil, was diagnosed with multiple sclerosis 11 years ago. He is also the Stingers Student-Athlete 
Association president and the student-athlete representative on the Concordia Recreation and 
Athletics Board. He has been part of several hospital visits and also tutors teammates. 

“In his five years at Concordia, Dave has been a motivator, tutor, part-time coach and an out- 
standing role model,” says head coach Gerry McGrath. “He is highly respected by the players, coach- 
es and the Concordia community.” 

Aiken was also named to the QIFC all-star team last week. Joining him on the elite squad were 
teammates Jean-Michel Paquette as a return specialist, defensive end Troy Cunningham and receiv- 
er Darrel Wood.
